edknobs and Broom¬ 
sticks” is about an 
amateur sorceress and 
her mountebank mentor. 

Angela Lansbury and David 
Tomlinson head the cast. Be¬ 
tween them they make 
enough magic to mystify a 
Merlin. As you watch this 
Academy Award winner (for 
special effects), you’ll agree 
that it’s fun to be fooled, but 
it’s more fun to know. Here 
are some secrets revealed. 

The picture is set in Eng¬ 
land during the summer of 
1940 when children were 
being evacuated to the coun¬ 
try from war-torn London. 
Pepperinge Eye is the lonely 
coastal village where three 
youngsters (Ian Weighill, Roy 
Snart, Cindy O’Callaghan) are 
reluctantly accepted by Miss 
Eglantine Price (Angela 
Lansbury). There their ad¬ 
ventures begin as she searches 
for the missing half of a spell 
needed in her scheme to help 
England. Their journey in¬ 
cludes stops at London’s bois¬ 
terous Portobello Road and 
the mystical lost Isle of 
Naboombu. 

There was a Pepperinge 
Eye, but it was not in England. 

Complete to post office and 
great stone castle, it was built 
at the Disney Studio in Bur¬ 
bank, California. So was Miss 
Price’s seaview cottage outside 
the town. 

Fabulous Portobello Road, 

“street where the riches of 
ages are stowed,” has been a 
bustling flea market for over a century. A 
three-block section as it appeared in 1940 
was reproduced on a Disney sound stage. 
Two hundred actors jammed the set, 
which was filled with bric-a-brac and 
such oddments as a Sicilian sedan chair, 
Limoges china, and some gas masks from 
World War I. Barrows were acquired 
from A. Keehn, a British firm with a 
monopoly on them. For more than a 
hundred years, A. Keehn has collected a 
shilling a day for each barrow rented by 
vendors on Portobello Road. 

The Isle of Naboombu, legend has it, is 
inhabited by people-hating animals. 
Their ruler is King Leonidas, a perpetu¬ 


ally peevish lion. His subjects include a 
seagoing bear, a secretary bird, and a 
multitude of equally odd cartoon charac¬ 
ters. Naboombu, like Pepperinge Eye, 
also existed—but only on the drawing 
boards of the Disney Studio’s gifted 
animators. Animation director Ward 
Kimball and his team of artists and story 
writers devoted a year to creating the 
22-minute cartoon sequence wherein 
Miss Price and party fly a brass bed to the 
fanciful island. 

The ghostly medieval army Miss Price 
musters for climactic scenes in the film 
consists of authentic armor and weapons 
originally assembled in Spain for “El 
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between the covers of an innocent-looking storybook. 

Cid,” then shipped to Hollywood for 
“Camelot.” 

Disney special effects experts rented 
the collection. After some hocus-pocus 
of their own they turned it into soldiers 
who, by “substitutiary locomotion,” are 
brought to life and march against the 
enemy. 

The genuine suits were too valuable to 
damage or destroy. So fiberglass replicas 
were made of some, to be riddled by bul¬ 
lets or blown apart. In battle array, bran¬ 
dishing weapons, and with flags and 
banners flying, the headless troops were 
as eerie a sight off screen as on. 

Angela Lansbury was in a chalet 


high among the Bavarian 
Alps filming “Something for 
Everyone” when she first read 
the script of “Bedknobs and 
Broomsticks.” 

“I thought well, my gosh, 
what a luxury to be able to 
make such a carefree, en¬ 
chanting, fantasy movie,” she 
recalled. 

“I was immediately inter¬ 
ested and fascinated because it 
would afford me a chance to 
both sing and dance on the 
screen, which I hadn’t done in 
goodness knows how many 
years. So I jumped at it! 

“The story reminded me of 
my teens,” she added. “Like 
Miss Price, I was in England 
when World War II broke out. 
My mother gave me a choice 
of being evacuated from Lon¬ 
don to a boarding school in 
the country, or studying acting 
at home. I chose the latter 
without hesitation.” 

David Tomlinson plays 
Emelius Browne, humbug 
professor of magical arts and 
sciences. The script, with its 
wartime setting, reminded 
him of 1940 when, he said, “I 
was on the west coast of Eng¬ 
land learning to be an R.A.F. 
pilot. 

“My acting career is built on 
light, comedic roles, so I’m 
sure it’s difficult for my public 
to believe I was ever a fighter 
pilot. I’m pleased to say, 
however, that I never heard 
a shot fired in anger. I spent 
the war teaching people to 
— fly. I was an elementary train¬ 
ing instructor and a very good one, 
of course.” 

Most of the creative talent behind 
“Mary Poppins” was reassembled for 
“Bedknobs and Broomsticks.” Leading 
the march were the Oscar-winning 
songwriters Richard M. and Robert B. 
Sherman, who composed eight num¬ 
bers for this musical. They are, in or¬ 
der of presentation, “The Old Home 
Guard,” “The Age of Not Believing,” 
“Eglantine,” “Don’t Let Me Down,” “Por- 
tobello Road,” “Portobello Street Dance,” 
“The Beautiful Briny” and “Substi¬ 
tutiary Locomotion.” V

Meet Loins Nye, 

Kina Of Creative Comedy 


L aughter, ever in short supply, is 
the cream of “Steve Allen’s Com¬ 
edy Room” (see page 15). Steve 
brings the funniest men in the 
business to this exclusive Disney Channel 
series, and among his guests this month 
is the redoubtable Louis Nye. 

Unlike most of us, Nye never gets 
lonesome. As a stand-up comedian and 
master dialectician, he is a crowded room 
all by himself. He can impersonate a 
German doctor, Philadelphia lawyer, 
Scottish merchant or Iroquois chief 
without missing a beat. Sometimes, just 
for the heck of it, he’ll imitate a dog howl¬ 
ing in the distance. 

“I grew up around Cockney chauf¬ 
feurs, Irish cooks, Italian gardeners and 
all the domestic workers who patronized 
my father’s grocery store in Hartford, 
Connecticut,” Nye says. “I had good ears 
and I picked up on that. 

“When I was a kid my father used to 


take me to the produce market at four 
o’clock in the morning. I knew I’d have to 
find something in life that wouldn’t kill 
me with hours like that, so I became an 
actor.” 

During his high school years, Nye had 
his own show on the local radio station. 
He went on the air as an elderly Viennese 
psychologist, dispensing advice and an¬ 
swering letters—many of which he wrote 
to himself—with a rich Teutonic accent. 
When listeners demanded a photo of the 
good doctor, Louis put himself in the 
hands of makeup artists from a nearby 
theatrical company. “They lined my face, 
gave me a wig and eyeglasses, and I 
looked great,” Nye says. 

After high school Nye went to New 
York, where he performed in radio and 
Broadway shows. “It was World War II 
time,” he says, “and I specialized in play¬ 
ing Nazis with Germanic-English ac¬ 
cents. ‘Veil, Herr Schlosser, you vant to 
stay here? Then ve must ask you some 


qvestions.’” A few years later, with televi¬ 
sion looming ever larger on the horizon, 
Nye met Steve Allen who was visiting in 
New York. “Next thing I knew, he was in¬ 
viting me to go on a network TV show he 
was starting in Hollywood.” Nye debuted 
as Gordon Hathaway, a regular on the 
series whose opening line, “Hi-ho, 
Steverino,” became a household phrase. 
The two have worked together many 
times since. 

Nye logs 50,000 miles a year fulfilling 
engagements at colleges, conventions, 
clubs and special events such as the 
White House Photographers’ Dinner 
honoring President Reagan. 

“I just get up there without makeup, a 
hat or anything, and start improvising in 
front of a live audience,” he says. “Crea¬ 
tive comedy is like playing jazz. Instead 
of doing something you know, you im¬ 
provise. I get my kicks that way. Some¬ 
times I get kicked, too.” V

“Only the diehards 
still carry on with all 
the British Christmas 
traditions,” says Doug 
Netter, Australia- 
based producer of 
our Disney Channel 
series. “It’s hard to get 
into the spirit of flam¬ 
ing plum pudding 
when it’s 115 degrees 
in the shade!” 

This Christmas, the 
Five Milers will be 
headquartered out¬ 
side of Melbourne. As 
Netter and two of the 
stars, Louise Caire 
Clark (Maggie Scott) 
and Liz Burch (Kate 
Wallace), explained in 
a recent visit to the 
States, this is where 
the third season of 
“Five Mile Creek” will 
be shot. The show was 
originally located 
near Sydney, nearly a 
thousand miles away. 

When describing the new exterior sets 
created for the different location, Netter 
beams like St. Nick himself. “They’re the 
biggest ever made for an Australian tele¬ 
vision series,” he says. “It took two months 
to build them.” 

An entire town, named Emu Plains, has 
been erected. The emu is Australia’s na¬ 
tional bird, known for its inability to walk 
backwards. “The town is in the open 


Our heroes will 
move into a new 
homestead, which 
they nostalgically 
name “Five Mile 
Creek.” “This house is 
larger than the old 
one, and has a sloping 
iron roof and a great 
big beautiful porch,” 
says Netter. 

Louise Caire Clark 
thinks the move will 
be exciting for both 
the actors and view¬ 
ers. “The location will 
add a completely dif¬ 
ferent dimension to 
the show,” she says. 
“In fact, the produc¬ 
ers won’t even tell us 
what all the surprises 
are going to be!” 

But the cast has al¬ 
ready learned about 
one major change: a 
new character, Annie, 
played by the 17- 
year-old Australian 
actress Nicole Kid¬ 
man, is joining the 
Five Mile Creek 
“family.” 

“Annie’s an or¬ 
phan, a shepherd girl 
who’s very green, to¬ 
tally uneducated,” ex¬ 
plains Liz Burch. 
“Maggie and Kate will 
be teaching her how 
to dress, talk, and be¬ 
have. It’ll be a Pyg¬ 
malion relationship— 
a total makeover.” 

According to Net¬ 
ter, you can look for¬ 
ward to at least one 
other character appearing later in the 
season. This newcomer will bring ro¬ 
mance into Annie’s life. 

As they look ahead to the series’ dra¬ 
matic developments, both Louise and Liz 
are eager to begin the third season. 
Louise sums it up when she says, “As long 
as the producers do such a wonderful job 
— we’d be mad to want to do anything 
else!” V

Back in 1974, Disney ani¬ 
mators began thinking about 
making a movie starring Mic¬ 
key Mouse. They were con¬ 
cerned that he’d been forgot¬ 
ten as a screen star. He hadn’t 
appeared in a film since 1953, 
and many youngsters had 
never seen him perform. The 
animators’ main question was: 
what story would give Mickey 
just the right role? 

A Disney record album title 
inspired the answer: create an 
animated version of Charles 
Dickens’ beloved tale. Head¬ 
line Mickey as Bob Cratchit, 
Ebenezer Scrooge’s mousey 
employee, and call it “Mickey’s 
Christmas Carol.” Nearly nine 
years passed between inspi¬ 
ration and completion of 
the featurette. You’ll see it 
this month on The Disney 
Channel. 

Mickey is surrounded by a 
cast that reads like a Walt 
Disney Productions’ “Who’s 
Who.” Scrooge McDuck turns 
in the performance of a 
lifetime as (who else?) the 


crotchety old moneybags 
whose heart is turned from 
stone to gold by overnight vis- 
its from The Spirits of 
Christmases Past, Present and 
Future. Donald appears 
(slightly out of character) 
as Scrooge’s calm, cheery 
nephew, while Marley’s Ghost 
will never seem the same after 
Goofy’s portrayal of him 
as a hopelessly entangled 
bumbler. 

Jiminy Cricket, Minnie 
Mouse, Daisy, Clarabelle Cow, 
Horace Horsecollar, Ratty and 
Moley from “The Wind in the 
Willows,” and Willie the Giant 
from “Mickey and the 
Beanstalk” play cameo roles. 

The result is a show that’s as 
bright as a bauble on a 
Christmas tree and as cheerful 
as a holiday song. Created by a 
team of young animators, 
most of whom weren’t even 
born when Mickey retired, it’s 
the perfect vehicle for his 
comeback performance.

Was Walt Disney the first one to 
combine animated cartoon characters 
with live actors and actresses?

No, the combination of live action with 
animation began before Walt Disney got 
into the business, but he improved on 
the process. His first series was called the 
“Alice Comedies,” in which a live actress 
cavorted with cartoon characters. Walt 
tried different processes later on with 
such films as “The Reluctant Dragon,” 
“The Three Caballeros,” “Song of the 
South” and “So Dear to My Heart.” The 
technique was really perfected in the 
1960s and 1970s with “Mary Poppins,” 
“Bedknobs and Broomsticks” (see page 2) 
and “Pete’s Dragon.”

What was Walt Disney’s birth 
date?— T.J., Tyler, Texas 

Walt was born on December 5, 1901. 
December was a notable month for the 
Disneys. All of Elias and Flora Disney’s 
children, except Roy, were born in 
December, and both Walt and Roy died 
during that month. 

Was there ever a Disney radio 
series?— R.T.B., Peabody, Mass. 

Yes there was. It was called the “Mickey 
Mouse Theater of the Air,” and it was 
heard on NBC in 1938. Walt Disney did 
the voice of Mickey Mouse.

Place your 
fabric on a hard surface with the carbon paper 
(smudgy side DOWN) next, then the pattern. 
Press hard with your pencil and slowly trace all 
the lines on the pattern front and back. 


2 Color the soldier outlined on the fabric, then 
cut him out. With colored sides facing, stitch 
or glue along the solid line. Leave a small 
opening. Turn right side out and stuff. Sew 
opening closed. You’re done!
